About The Band 


The John Battle High School Band has establilshed a national reputation of musical achievement and 
accomplishment. During the past ten years, the band has performed for the Macy, Cotton Bowl, Rose 
Bowl, and Niagara Falls Blossom Festival Parades. Next year the band plans to perform for the 1994 Hula 
Bowl Parade in Hawaii. The band has won or placed in every field show competition it has entered since 
4975 and was ranked 44th nationally in the Marching Bands of America Grand National Marching Band 
Competition (regardless of band and school size). The Golden Band of Sound is much more than a 
parade band. The band has performed for the Virginia Music Educators Conference on three occasions, 
including their appearance this past November in Richmond. The band won the 1988 Fiesta-val Festival 
National Copa do Oro Award for the highest composite scores of both marching and concert perfor- 
mances of all the Fiesta-val Festival sites in the country. Our band is also one of only three bands in 
Virginia to have received the Virginia Band and Orchestra Directors Association Virginia Honor Band 
Award every year since its inception in 1981. 

The symphonic band has performed for the National Band Association’s Bicentennial 1987 Convention 
and was invited to perform in concert for the French National Bicentennial Celebration in Paris this past 
summer. 

This December, the Golden Band of Sound performed for the Mid-West International Band and 
Orchestra Director's Clinic in the Grand Ballroom of the Chicago Hilton in Chicago, Illinois. Only four other 
high school bands were selected out of over 500 applicants to perform for one of the most important 
events in the music world. The band was also chosen for a clinic presentation in conjunction with Dr. 
Robert Gifford of Southeast Missouri State University. Approximately 2,200 programs were distributed at 
the band’s concert performance on Thursday evening, December 14, at 7:30 p.m. 

Dr. John Zdechlick and John Edmondson, both noted composers, guest conducted and premiered 
two of their pieces with the Battle Band. Armin Suppan, a respected Austrian composer, also guest 
conducted one of his own compositions. Dr. David Widder was a guest soloist on the clarinet. The band 
commissioned a piece by Dr. James Sochinski of Virginia Tech that was also premiered in Chicago. The 
piece, entitled “Entr’acte for Band”, will be published by Barnhouse Publications.
